What may have been a dead 
issue concerning moving the lo¬ 
cal RCMP detachment into the 
vacant half of the courthouse, 
could be alive again. 

On Tuesday, June 9, local 
MLA, Richard Marz and the 
Minister of Alberta Public 
Works and Supply Services are 
touring the building to deter¬ 
mine feasibility of the move. 

Town chief administrative 
officer, Evan Parliament told 
town council, "The purpose of 
the tour is so that those two 
can see if there can be some 
movement in the RCMP accom¬ 
modation issue." 

The RCMP have long needed 
a new home due to the lack of 
space at their current detach¬ 
ment. A couple of years ago, it 
was decided it be the most eco¬ 
nomically feasible for the town 
to move the RCMP into the va¬ 
cant half of the courthouse. 
However, the province nixed 
the idea because there were con¬ 
cerns that there had to be a 
separation of the law makers 
and the law enforcers. 

Since that time, the town 
has looked into other options, 
including moving the RCMP 
into town office, and moving 
town office into the courthouse. 

In the meantime however, 
they continued to lobby for 
their first and most economi¬ 
cally sound choice, of moving 
the RCMP into the courthouse. 

Parliament was pleased the 
officials were at least looking 
at the situation. 

The tour on Tuesday was a 
private tour that did not in¬ 
clude any town officials or 
members of the public. 

The reactions of the Minis¬ 
ter and the MLA were not avail¬ 
able at press time. 


was discovered that there were 
ten pieces of equipment that had 
been sabotaged, va'uing half a 
million dollars. 

Didsbury RCMP say that at 
least one explosive device was 
put on each piece of equipment, 
and in some cases there were 
two.

The trail of the people respon¬ 
sible for exploding $5 million 
worth of logging equipment near 
Water Valley, has cooled since 
the incident in November. 

Const. Morley Lippai, who is 
the local RCMP member respon¬ 
sible for the case, said that im¬ 
mediately after the incident the 
office was flooded with calls of 
people who thought they might 
be able to identify the culprits. 

"There has been a lot of tips 
provided, but we have found 
them to be inconclusive," says 
Lippai. 

Now, to add some heat back 
onto the trail of the suspects the 
trail, the insurance company who 
holds the policy on the equip¬ 
ment is offering a $10,000 re¬ 
ward for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of the 
party or parties responsible. 


have known the area very well 
or scoped out the location in ad¬ 
vance due to the remote location 
of the property 26 kilometres 
east of Water Valley. 

In the meantime, Const. 
Lippai and one other investiga¬ 
tor from the General Investiga¬ 
tions Section, have been assigned 
the monstrous task of finding 
those responsible.

That 
is why it is hoped the $10,000 
reward will provoke someone 
who may know something and 
come forward with their infor¬ 
mation.

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In the skies again

When you look up into the sky 
this summer and staring back at 
you is an ominous looking cloud, 
feel better knowing that the hail 
suppression program will con¬ 
tinue for its third year at the 
local airport. 

The Hail Suppression team 
has probably already tracked the 
storm and flown into the sky to 
battle it from within its depths. 

The five year project is being 
funded by the Alberta Severe 
Weather Management Society at 
a cost to them of about $1 million 
pier year. However, the group of 
property insurers is willing to 
fork out the cash because they 
believe it could save them be¬ 
tween $25 to $50 million in the 
long run. 

The group started a little ear¬ 
lier than their traditional June 
15 start date this year. 

Terry Krauss, head of the 
project says, "We started early 
because the last two years there 
has been some storms in the first 
two weeks of June. We didn't 
want to tempt fate." Good thing 
too, before lunch on their first 
day of operation they were seed¬ 
ing clouds near Calgary. 

The opieration has been based 
at the Olds/Didsbury Airport for 
all three years, and will be for the 
next two years. With them they 
brought a high technology radar 
that is able to monitor the skies 
for any signs that damaging hail 
could be lurking above. 

"We patrol the storms and 
watch them and we only seed 
when they reach an intensity 
that suggests they may hail," 
says Krauss. 


Their computers create a map 
that outlines the severity of a 
storm based on a scale of -30 to 
80, and when the scale shows 
anything above 50, Hail Stop 1, 
2 or 3 will launch from either 
Calgary or Red Deer to monitor 
or seed a cloud if necessary. 

The seeding process involves 
spraying silver iodide flares into 
the dark clouds. Krauss explains 
that the smoke particles of the 
flares attaches itself to the water 
and forms small ice crystals that 
are like snow heavy enough to 
fall from the cloud, but small 
enough to melt before hitting the 
ground. The reason this works is 
that it prevents the water from 
forming into large hail stones 
that are the cause of property 
and crop damage. 

Does it work? Krauss thins 
so. He says the numbers prove 
that claims in the area have dras¬ 
tically reduced over the past two 
years. 

The area from Rocky Moun¬ 
tain House to Calgary, including 
the Highway 2 corridor are tra¬ 
ditionally called, "Hail Alley." In 
fact, seven of the eleven most 
costly hail storms have occurred 
in this area totalling almost $1 
billion in damage. 

Krauss believes that this year 
the corridor could really live up 
to its "Hail Alley" name especially 
due to El Nino. 

"There's a good chance that 
we are looking at an above aver¬ 
age storm year," says Krauss. 

If there is more than one storm 
brewing, Krauss says priority 
will be based on the most highly 
pxipulated areas like Calgary and 
Red Deer, however they do fly

over the Didsbury/Olds/Carstairs 
area quite often. And occasion¬ 
ally leave a plane at the local 
airport for stand-by calls, usu¬ 
ally the three planes are on pa¬ 
trol out of Calgary or Red Deer. 
However, when the planned ex¬ 
tension of the Olds/Didsbury 
airport runway takes place, it 
will make the length long 
enough to accommodate one 
plane full-time. 

There is a total of 12 staff for 
the project, three of which are 
at the local airport about 12 
hours per day. Other times of 
the day, the radar screen can be 
viewed by the hail suppression 
employees via the internet.

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Skateboarders 
seek solutions 


Garage sale provides 
bargains and more

It could be as soon as this summer that skateboarders in 
Didsbury will see a place of their own if the outcome of a meeting 
is what all hope it will be. 

At the meeting held last week, about 25 skateboarders came to 
a meeting along with council representatives, parents and neighbors 
to put their cards on the table and work together to find a solution. 

The meeting came about after the complex manager and town 
councillors received complaints from residents who live close to 
the Memorial Complex, behind which skateboarders often bone up 
their skills by jumping ramps. 

Coun. Gary Dolha told the group, "Nobody has a problem with 
skateboarding, it is just when you infringe on other people's space." 
He had received complaints regarding noise, garbage and profanity. 

The skateboarders indicated that it is not always their group 
who are causing the problems, but because they are an identifiable 
group, blame is often put on them. 

A parent of three skateboarders, Kim Hnidy said she agrees that 
the boarders are often fighting perception rather than reality. She 
said, "These kids are really up against a lot of barbs just to skate." 

The skateboarders admitted that they are often leaving their 
ramps out behind the complex, but added that the ramps are worth 
a lot of money and it was hard for the smaller boarders to lift the 
ramps to move them at the end of a session without wrecking them. 

After much discussion about the complaints that were being 
made, the complex manager, Rhonda Hunter agreed to give the 
boarders a semi-permanent place to skate on the west side of the 
curling rink. She said that as long as everyone worked to keep the 
area clean, and keep quiet enough not to bother the neighbors. It 
was suggested that the area could be used until a more permanent 
solution could be found. 

Then, the group at the meeting began looking for more perma¬ 
nent solutions. They formed a working group that will examine 
getting grants and a piece of land. Coun. Dolha suggested a small 
parcel near the new livestock pavilion that might be appropriate 
for paving a smooth surface for the boarders. It was suggested that 
paving crews were to be in town this summer, and if grants are 
applied for quickly enough, money might be in hand to have a 
parcel paved while they are here. 

The working group will have their next meeting later this week. 
In the meantime, the boarders agreed to use the power of peer 
pressure to ensure that their fellow boarders would follow the 
rules of the temporary placement next to the curling rink.

Citizen takes on gag law

Canadians who cherish free 
speech should thank their 
lucky stars that Vancouver 
businessman Garry Nixon got 
angry. 

Nixon, you see, has 
launched a constitutional 
court challenge against a Brit¬ 
ish Columbia law that stifles 
free speech during provincial 
elections. 

Essentially this gag law 
makes it illegal for a citizen to 
independently spread a politi¬ 
cal opinion! 

When Nixon learned about 
this odious gag law two years 
ago it made him angry. In fact, 
he was outraged. How, he 
asked himself, could politi¬ 
cians, who routinely spend 
millions of tax dollars to pro¬ 
mote themselves, justify gag¬ 
ging free expression? 

Nixon got so irate that he 
decided to openly flout the law. 


As he later told the media, "I 
set out deliberately to defy the 
law and the only way I could 
see I could be taken to court 
would be like Martin Luther 
King did: break the law, be 
charged and then have my day 
in court to see if the law was 
constitutional." 

As so during the 1996 elec¬ 
tion Nixon spent about $6,000 
on radio and newspaper ads 
that criticized the NDP gov¬ 
ernment's fiscal mismanage¬ 
ment. He then waited for his 
day in court. 

It never came. Instead, 
months after the election, 
Nixon got a notice from the 
elections office that he was 
already considered guilty and 
convicted under the gag law. 
Without the benefit of a trial 
he was fined more than 
$13,000. 

Nixon did not give up. More 
determined than ever to stand 


up for what was right, he 
launched, with the financial 
help of The National Citizen's 
Coalition, a legal challenge of 
his own to overturn the gag 
law. 

The outlook for success is 
good. Twice before courts have 
ruled that similar federal gag 
laws were unconstitutional. 

Yet it's going to be a tough 
fight. 

The NDP is using every le¬ 
gal trick to get his case dis¬ 
missed, meaning it could take 
years before Nixon finally gets 
his day in court. 

It's a fight, however, that 
must be fought. If Nixon wins 
it will send a message to poli¬ 
ticians across Canada that gag 
laws have no place in a free 
and democratic society. 

It's a message the politi¬ 
cians had better heed: after 
all, Nixon isn't the only Cana¬ 
dian who can get angry. 


Pink lungs stay pink

Earlier this spring I set out across Canada, seeking to 
arouse public interest in a private member's bill I have before 
Parliament that would place a $0.50 levy on every carton of 
cigarettes sold in Canada. There was more than interest. I 
found anguish scattered all over this country. 

This is one of those issues that Canadians seem unwilling to 
tackle because this stinking habit has been with us so long. We 
throw up our hands. By now we know that some people can quit 
and some can't. Some would rather go out gasping for air than 
give up their little friends - so what are you going to do about 
human nature? 

Well, I'm not trying to put every Canadian on the patch. I say 
adults can do what they want to do about the weed, as long as 
they don’t blow it in my face. But I think we do have an 
obligation to the kids. They get hooked before they know it, and 
suddenly one generation's agony becomes the next generation's 
agony. 

And I do mean agony. Before my trip I didn’t think I had 
really realized how many people have had a loved one die from 
tobacco, and how many more watch in constant anxiety, 
knowing that someone close to them is playing Russian rou¬ 
lette with their addiction. 

In Winnipeg I gave a speech at the Canadian Club. I asked 
people to put up their hands if they had lost someone close to 
them to tobacco addiction. I expected a fair showing, but I was 
stunned when just about everyone in the room put their hands 
in the air - even some of the waiters. 

Men in our society are at least starting to get a handle on 
tobacco addiction, but women - particularly young girls - are 
easy prey to the tobacco companies' depiction of a lean, 
independent lifestyle. In 1969 there were about 7.8 deaths a 
year attributed to lung cancer among 100,000 women. That's 
up to 34.9 now - higher than the incidence of breast cancer. 

Kids right now aren't getting the message. For every $100 
the federal government collects in tobacco taxes, only a penny 
goes back into tobacco education. Tell me that isn't a disgrace. 

The $0.50 levy at the centre of my bill would raise $120 
million a year. In the first year, $60 million would go to 
community-based efforts to curb smoking among young people, 
$50 million would go to cultural and sports groups to compen¬ 
sate them for their sponsorship losses under bill C-71, and $10 
million would go to Canadian tobacco farmers switching to 
other crops. 

Over five years the support for farmers and cultural and 
sports groups would be phased out, until the entire $120 
million was dedicated to trying to prevent young people from 
getting hooked on the products that the US tobacco companies 
are finally admitting they have always wanted them to get 
hooked on. 

Again, this wouldn’t be some top-down Ottawa megaproject 
with big brother shouting out the dangers over a loudspeaker. 
This would be community health groups and youth groups all 
across this country figuring out what can help on a face-to- 
face, grass-roots level. 

Unlike some of the US companies, Canadian tobacco compa¬ 
nies still claim they don't want kids sucking back their 
products. Funny, they can't seem to make much of an effort to 
dissuade them. Let's help them out. Please write your MP in 
support of The Tobacco Industry Responsibility Act.

MP Myron Thompson is disgusted with what he calls, “record week of waste” in government

It never ceases to amaze me 
how many different ways the Lib¬ 
eral government can waste our 
hard earned tax dollars. One 
week in May, for some reason, 
was a record week of waste. 

We began with the Prime Min¬ 
ister saying he won't apologize to 
taxpayers for taking 14 Liberal 
MPs and Senators on an expen¬ 
sive five-day junket to Italy. This 
coming from a Prime Minister 
who is on track for setting the 
frequent flyer record for foreign 
travel. Since coming into office 
in 1993, Chretien has spent more 
than $12 million taxpayer dol¬ 
lars on a whirlwind, all expenses 
paid tour ofjust about every coun¬ 
try that a plane will fly to. Even 
Brian Mulroney, the champion 
of wasteful spending, only spent 
$9 million for foreign travel dur¬ 
ing his whole time in office. 

During 1996-97 alone, Prime 
Minister Chretien visited Manila, 
Shanghai, Tokyo, Lisbon, Mos¬ 
cow, Bucharest, Rome, Seoul, 
Bangkok and France for a total 
of $4,777,140. The total cost of 
Chretien's foreign travel since 
1993 doesn't yet include his 1997- 
98 travel to Hanoi, London, New 
York (twice), Brazil, Argentina, 
Chile and Cuba for which figures 
were not available. 

How Canadians have ben¬ 
efited from these travel junkets 
remains a mystery to me. At a 
time when our country has a mas¬ 
sive debt, and when our health 
care and education systems are 
suffering there is no good expla¬ 
nation for such inappropriate 
expenses. 

Next we learn that the gov¬ 
ernment's spending on opinion 
polling and research has jumped 
from $6 million in 1994 to $12 
million this past fiscal year. 
Pollara, the company used by the 
Liberal Party of Canada received 
5% of the contracts totalling 


$1,007,813, over fiscal years 
1994-95, 1995-96, and 1996-97. 

It is clear that the Liberals are 
relying more on polls and focus 
groups to measure public policy. 
Some of the polls conducted were 
to assess the following: Health 
warnings on cigarette packages 
($213,486); ways to get school 
children to eat better ($101,646); 
smoking habits among 
francophones ($63,520); a new 
Canada Day logo ($29,000); 
Canada Savings Bonds Market¬ 
ing ($110,000); strategic com¬ 
munications and policy advice for 
the Department of Finance 
($246,000); and my personal fa¬ 
vourite, attitudes towards incar¬ 
ceration and correctional issues 
($30,000). 

All along Jean Chretien said he 
doesn't believe in opinion polls 
and prefers to govern through in¬ 
stinct and common sense. This 
increase in spending certainly sig¬ 
nals that Chretien's claims that 
polls have no influence on govern¬ 
ment policies certainly isn't true. 

Then we found out that the 
new gun registry program is 40% 
over budget with 4 months still to 
go before the program begins. A 
month ago the Justice Minister 
said the costs were $66 million 
and then only last week, the fed¬ 
eral supplementary estimates 
added another $21 million to the 
tab. Now I have learned that it 
will cost $ 120 million to set up the 
registry. It is clear to me that the 
Justice Minister has been trying 
to hide the true cost of forcing 
law-abiding firearms owners to 
register their guns. This is noth¬ 
ing more than a money-pit for 
taxpayers and a severe strain on 
our police forces, since they may 
have to be taken off the streets in 
order to run the registry.

With some interest, I recently read a piece about Transport 
Canada and Canadian Pacific Railway urging the Town of Dids- 
bury to install railroad crossing gates at both 15th and 23rd 
Avenues. 

Aside from a single cost estimate provided which, as it happens, 
seems to be excessive, it's difficult to justify this unwarranted 
expense when CPR train frequency, crossing visibility, and already 
adequately equipped warning devices add up to requiring no 
additional investment. 

It's unfortunate that the Town of Didsbury has to spend a large 
amount of taxpayer dollars for the sole purpose of preventing the 
5% of society's idiot and dimwit elements from harming themselves 
and others. 

Railroad crossing gates are designed for stopping vehicular 
traffic only, and do nothing from barring pedestrians.

In a recent advertisement 
about Environment Week Min¬ 
ister of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Ty Lund tells us "It is 
time for each of us to learn 
more about our environment." 
For once, I whole-heartedly 
agree with the Minister and I 
hope that the Minister will 
take his own advice. 

It is time for the Minister to 
learn the importance of pro¬ 
tecting our natural environ¬ 
ment. He needs to learn that 
to maintain wildlife 
populations and endangered 
species, we need to protect the 
place where they live. The Spe¬ 


cial Places program has great 
potential, but the Minister is 
allowing human activities, 
such as oil and gas activity or 
logging to interfere. While lo¬ 
cal groups should be consulted 
on management activities in 
nominated areas, the final de¬ 
cision should be made with 
advice from ecologists work¬ 
ing at the provincial level. 
Experience in the Castle area, 
the Whaleback and the Big¬ 
horn area shows that local 
groups often lack the broader 
perspective. 

If the Minister of Environ¬ 
mental Protection truly wants 
to renew his commitment to a 


sustainable environment, I ask 
him to revise the mandate of 
the Special Places program. 
He must make sure that we 
have a province-wide network 
of areas where there is suffi¬ 
cient, undisturbed habitat to 
enable all plants and animals 
we find in Alberta to survive 
and flourish. This would be 
the greatest contribution he 
could make to maintaining the 
quality of life for all life in 
Alberta, now and in the fu¬ 
ture.

Road lines around the 
county are being redone in 
areas where the wear and tear 
has eliminated good visibility. 
Included in the project is 1.6 
kilometres in the Town of 
Didsbury which the town will 
reimburse the county for. 


SH 580 ready 

County commissioner, 
Harold Johnsrude reported to 
county council that the con¬ 
struction along SH 580 will 
begin the first week of August. 
The first step will be shoulder 
widening. The second step will 
be pavement overlay, and the 
third step will be trimming. 


Returning officer chosen 

The Returning Officer for 
upcoming county elections was 
appointed last week as Frank 
Dawley. Administration indi¬ 
cated that Dawley is experi¬ 
enced with the process as he 
has carried out the duties of 
returning officer since 1989 
and has experience in han¬ 
dling senatorial elections. 
Johnsrude also indicated that 
he was in discussion with 
Chinook's Edge School Board 
to determine if it would be 
feasible to hold joint ballots 
for both school board and 
county elections. 


Library levels 

County councillors were 
supportive of a change in the 
funding formula for the way 
the province funds 
libraries. Currently the prov¬ 
ince funds libraries at 1991 
population levels. Parkland 
Regional Library, who pro¬ 
vides service to the local li¬ 
braries, is sending a resolu¬ 
tion to the Alberta Associa¬ 
tion of Municipal Districts and 
Counties (AAMDC) that sug¬ 
gests that funding be based on 
1997 levels. 

"I think it is a good idea," 
said Coun. Ben Penner. 

The resolution also included 
a clause that asked the gov¬ 
ernment to raise its per capita 
funding to $4.50 from the cur¬ 
rent level of $4.03. 

However, although they 
supported the change in for¬ 
mula councillors expressed 
concern on how the increased 
population formula, combined 
with an increase in per capita 
funding was asking too much. 


Insurance inclusion 

Council approved allowing 
Graham Community Associa¬ 
tion and Zella Community As¬ 
sociation to come under their 
insurance umbrella. It was de¬ 
termined that these groups 
were eligible to have their in¬ 
surance covered, at no cost to 
the county, because they fall 
into the policy for non-profit 
organizations. 


Toxic Round-ups 

The Town of Sundre re¬ 
quested that the county share 
in the cost of a Toxic Waste 
Round-up and Paint Exchange 
program that they ran earlier 
this month. The letter indi¬ 
cated that the county had pre¬ 
viously contributed 42% of the 
cost of holding the event. 
Council approved $359.25 for 
the 1998 Round-up. 

The Village of Cremona also 
asked for similar support for 
their June 10 event. The 
county approved a 50% cost 
share, that will come in at 
about $225 or $275. 

Gravel haul 

Gravel hauling rates have 
been increased. County com¬ 
missioner, Harold Johnsrude 
indicated that the rates had 
not been changed since 1989, 
and needed to be brought to a 
competitive level with other 
jurisdictions. 

Coun. Ben Penner felt that 
the rates were not fair be¬ 
tween a belly dump and tan¬ 
dem and opposed the motion. 
It was carried.

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People get married all year round, but since the 
days of Ancient Rome, June has been associated with 
weddings. June is probably named for Juno who was 
the wife of Jupiter, and in Roman mythology the 
Queen of Heaven and the special protectress of 
women and of marriage. She was also a war goddess. 
The Romans thought that the June full moon was a 
good omen for weddings. Canadian brides probably 
choose June because the weather is likely to be 
decent and there should be green grass, lilacs, apple 
blossoms and early roses for the photos. Because we 
are at the height of the June wedding season and, 
because I have the newest Alberta Statistics Annual 
Review, I wanted to do a bit on weddings but I have 
a problem in that I have more information than I can 
cram into one column. This may become my first 
two-parter! 

There were 17,283 marriages in Alberta in 1996. 
That's 6.55 marriages for every 1,000 people. Of the 
grooms, 12,736 have never been married before and 
4,121 had been divorced. Of the brides, 12,675 had 
not been married before and 4,138 had been divorced. 
In 130 of those marriages the groom was between 15 
and 19 years old and so was the bride, but there are 
a few where the bride was significantly older. Noth¬ 
ing to compare to a British couple, Ruth and Kevin 
Kimber who were married in August 1990 when she 
was 93 and he was 28 (Guinness Book of Marriage). 
In 74 of the marriages that Alberta celebrated in 
1996, the groom was over 75 and all of the brides 
were older than 45 so nothing terribly untoward in 
that category, but two 70+ grooms won brides in the 
25-29 group. There are a couple of brides in the 15- 

19 category who married men in their 50s, four who 
chose husbands in their 40s, 43 wed men 30+ and 
659 girls under 19 years of age married men between 

20 and 30. The largest number of marriages was in 
the 20-24 category. There were 2,425 of these and 
2,391 of them were first marriages. Two 75+ men 
were married for the first time as were two 65-69 and 
two 70-74 women, but that does not mean that any 
of these romance minded senior citizens married 
each other. No 75+ women made first marriages and 
no one under the age of 14 entered matrimony, in 
Alberta, in 1996. 

In 1996, August was the big wedding month for 
Albertans, with 3,398, June had 2,382 and July 
2,352. May, September and October were right around 
1,500 each and January was the slowest month with 
only 494 marriages. Maybe because everyone is 
exhausted and broke from Christmas. Still using 
1996 numbers, Carstairs had 11 weddings, Crossfield 
6, Didsbury 26, Olds 42, and Sundre 35. There were 
447 marriages in Banff. 

In Britain, seven out of 10 people get married at 
some time in their lives and I assume that similar 
figures are true here. In the European community, 
the UK and Portugal have the highest marriage 
rates (marriages per 1,000 of the eligible population) 
and France has the lowest. The longest recorded 
marriage is one of 86 years between Lady and Sir 
Temulji Nariman of Bombay, India, but the mar¬ 
riage took place when they were both five. The 
longest marriage (reliably recorded) for a couple 
marrying at a normal age, is 83 years for Edd (105) 
and Margaret (99) Hollen of Kentucky. The longest 
engagement on record is 67 years between Octavio 
Guillen 82 and Adriana Martinez 82. They were 
finally married in Mexico City in 1969 (Guinness 
Book of World Records). And finally, the oldest 
recorded bridegroom is Harry Stevens, 103, who 
married Thelma Lucas, a youngster of 84, at a 
Wisconsin retirement home in October 1982. 

Next time I hope to tell you about the biggest and 
most expensive weddings and maybe a bit on Royal 
weddings and origin of some customs. This is a very 
large field.

This is barbecue season and to select the best steak for the 
occasion, the beef industry has taken steps to eliminate the 
confusion on what cuts are most suitable, says Marg Thibeault, 
home economist and public relations manager for the Beef Infor¬ 
mation Centre (BIC). 

The industry has introduced new names for beef cuts that 
incorporate the cooking method in the name of the steak. 

Research has shown many consumers select their meat on eye 
appeal. They're looking for a steak that is bright red in color has 
little or no fat and is a good price point. Thibeault explains that 
based on that criteria, what they end up with is a round steak. 
They put it on the barbecue and they're less than pleased with the 
results because it's not as tender as it should be. That's because 
a round steak needs to be marinated. 

"The two categories of steak that we recommend for the 
barbecue are the marinating steaks and the grilling steaks," said 
Thibeault. 

Those in the marinating category include the inside round, the 
outside round, eye of round, flank steak and the sirloin top steak. 
Grilling steaks include the T-bone, tenderloin, rib-eye, sirloin 
and the strip loin. 

The meat cases in many stores are being divided by cooking 
method. All marinating steaks will be together and all the grilling 
steaks will be displayed together, complete with preparation and 
cooking instructions. 

"Once it's been decided what type of steak to put on the 
barbecue, there are some criteria to look out for," said Thibeault. 

"First, there should be very little fat trim because too much 
exterior fat will cause drip, or flare-up. Secondly, the steak 
should have some fine white lines of fat through the meat. This 
is called marbling. Under the high heat of the barbecue, the 
marbling really adds a lot to the tenderness, juiciness and 
flavour of the steak."

So sorry to have missed you the last couple of weeks - we were 
having technology problems - now we’re back on track with a great 
recipe for a cool dessert - cool temperature and, well, just COOL ! it 
goes well after a BBQ on the weekend - 

Icy Lime Souffle 

1 envelope unflavoured gelatin 1/3 c. lime juice 

Sugar Grated lime peel of 1 lime 

1/2 tsp. Salt 1/8 tsp. Green food colouring 

4 eggs, separated 1 c. whipping cream 

1/2 c. cold water 

1. Stir gelatin with 1/4 c. sugar and salt: mix well in a double boiler. 

2. In small bowl, beat egg yolks (using wire whisk) with cold water and lime juice until 
mixed; stir into gelatin mixture. 

3. Cook over hot water (not boiling), stirring constantly, until mixture thickens and 
coats a spoon. 

4. Remove mixture from heat, stir in 1 tsp. grated peel and food colouring: pour into 
large bowl and cool to room temp.; stir occasionally. Meanwhile prepare ‘collar” for 1 qt. Souf¬ 
fle dish. ( cut a length of foil to fit around top of dish and overlap by 2"; foil needs to be 5" wide 
to extend over dish by 3"; fasten with tape) 

5. In a small bowl, beat egg whites with electric mixer to form soft peaks; while beating 
at high speed, gradually sprinkle in 1/2 c. sugar until dissolved. Whites should be in stiff 
peaks. Spoon into bowl with lime mixture. 

6. Whip cream and fold into lime mixture. 

7. Pour into prepared souffle dish; chill 3 hrs. 

8. Remove foil collar and garnish souffle with remaining lime peel. 

Changes: You may use whipped topping in place of the whipping 
cream. You may also use lemon or orange in place of the 
lime. 

Tip of the week: Those popsicles also work well using pudding, especially Chocolate 
Fudge!

Blue lights illegal

A new trend in cars lately has 
been blue or bright yellow head¬ 
lights, but the RCMP warn they 
may be cool, but they are not safe 
or legal. 

Const. Morley Lippai from the 
Didsbury detachment says he has 
been informed from his subdivi¬ 
sion that he and the other local 
officers are to be on the look out 
for these type of lights. 

They are currently being sold 
under the brand name Eurolite 
and Heliolite and appear to be 
blue in color. 

The department of transpor¬ 
tation has told all local RCMP 
detachments that they should be 
on the lookout for any of these 
lights that were not factory in¬ 
stalled in the BMWs, Lincoln's, 
Mercedes', or Porsche's. 

The reason for the problem 
with these lights is that the 


bulbs do not comply with the 
Canadian Motor Vehicle Stand¬ 
ard due to the fact that they do 
not provide enough illumina¬ 
tion because the light direction 
is not controlled as required, and 
the overwhelming heat of the 
bulbs can melt plastic headlight 
casings. 

Also the wattage of the these 
bulbs ranges from 80 to 100 
watts, which is far above the 
federal standard of 55 to 65 
watts. 

If anyone within the Dids- 
bury's RCMP jurisdiction is 
found to have the illegal version 
of the lights (those not factory 
installed), the local officer warns 
that warning tickets will be is¬ 
sued. 

If the warning ticket is not 
complied to, the RCMP have 
the right to seize and fine the 
culprit.

Delayed development starts to break ground

Delays and more delays, is 
the reason the Westpoint De¬ 
velopments project has been 
stagnant for the past year, 
says Kim Soucy. 

Soucy, who was speaking 
on the company's behalf, says 
weather, paperwork snags, and 
difficulty in finding good con¬ 
tractors seems to have put ob¬ 
stacles at every turn for the 
development along 15 Ave. 
However, she is pleased to re¬ 
port that they have overcome 
all of the problems and not 
only is the dirt beginning to 
move, but the phone is ringing 
with inquiries from potential 
buyers. 

"We've officially started sell¬ 
ing," Soucy reports. "We've sold 
half of them already." The sale 
was to another developer who 
will sell off each lot. The other 
half still remain in Westpoint's 
hands, and they are prepared 
to watch the other half of the 
45 lots sell. 

The first sale will close the 
end of July. 

"There should be construc¬ 
tion (of some new homes) this 
summer," she says. 

Soucy says the majority of 
the interest has come from 
local residents who are, "look¬ 
ing for an upscale middle-class 
home." 

The rest of the interest in 
the development is coming from 
city dwellers who are looking 
to get out of the fast pace 
lifestyle that city living de¬ 
mands. 

"It's a place where you know 
your neighbour. You know 


who's walking down the street. 
You can stop in at the coffee 
shop and you know who is 
having coffee," says Soucy. 

She adds that it especially 
attractive to city dwellers who 
wish to keep their jobs in Cal¬ 
gary or Red Deer because the 
town is within a reasonable 
commuting distance. 

Currently, the concrete 
crews have been out starting 
the curbs and sidewalks. The 
electric company and gas com¬ 
pany have begun installing 
their lines. 

When the project is done it 
will be very classy, says Soucy. 

A huge stone and wrought 
iron gate will be the welcom¬ 
ing token of the subdivision. 
The homes that sit behind the 
gate will have a minimum 
square footage of between 1200 
and 1500 square feet. 

Each buyer will have to con¬ 
form to architectural guide¬ 
lines that include things like 
brick work, brass accents and 
delicate landscaping. 

The cost of lots ranges from 
$28,900 to $35,900 depending 
on size and location. 

Westpoint Developments 
has worked on other such sub¬ 
divisions including a 30 lot 
division called Deer Haven 
Estates in Springbank near 
Calgary. 

There is a Didsbury direct 
line at 335-9989 for Westpoint. 

David Stanley, owner of 
Westpoint developments has 
other financial stakes in the 
town, including ownership of 
the old Auction Market build¬ 
ing on Main Street. 


Preserving the legacy of the family farm

In my job as a farm manage¬ 
ment specialist I get the oppor¬ 
tunity to talk with a lot of farm 
families. Many of these families 
are looking for information 
about expanding their opera¬ 
tions, changing their business 
arrangements or passing the 
farm to their children. How¬ 
ever, in the past year or two I’ve 
met with several families that 
are asking a whole different 
question, "How can we preserve 
the legacy that is our parents' 
family farm?" 

A bit of quick arithmetic tells 
us that the first of the baby 
boomers are starting to turn 50 
and their parents are probably 


in their 70s or 80s. While many 
"boomers" stayed on the farm to 
build successful businesses and 
careers, even more went to uni¬ 
versity, learned a trade or 
started their own businesses in 
the cities. As these boomers' 
parents approached retirement, 
they scaled down their opera¬ 
tions, sold their machinery and 
livestock and perhaps moved to 
town. As often as not the land 
was rented out, usually to a 
trusted relative or neighbour. 
Ten to twenty years later these 
parents, who are now quite eld¬ 
erly, are turning to their chil¬ 
dren for help in planning their 
estates. 

1 recently met with a family 
that exemplifies many of the 
situations ’m seeing. The 


Smiths (not their real name) 
are an extended family whose 
parents farmed in the central 
Alberta area. The four children, 
all successful business owners 
or professionals, sat down with 
me to discuss how they could 
help their aging parents trans¬ 
fer their six quarters of farm 
land. Furthermore, they wanted 
to discuss strategies that would 
allow them to own and manage 
this asset together into the fu¬ 
ture. The Smiths told me that 
they have no intention of allow¬ 
ing the land to leave the family 
and that they’re trying to find a 
way to pass it on to yet another 
generation. 

I was able to help them by 
answering a few questions 
about land transfer options, 
tax and business arrange¬ 
ments and they were able to 
help me recognize that this 
type of land ownership may 
become more common in the 
future. Furthermore, I think 
that land owners who have a 


long term planning horizon 
and freely use words like 
"legacy" and "stewardship" can 
only be positive for our indus¬ 
try. The most important issue 
to people like the Smiths is the 
responsible and sustainable 
management of the land. 
They're not concerned with 
getting the highest possible 
financial return and so, in my 
opinion, make good landlords 
for farmers wishing to expand 
their operations with rented 
land. 

As the agricultural indus¬ 
try evolves and the size of 
grain and livestock operations 
increases, it becomes more im¬ 
portant to recognize that farm¬ 
ing and owning farmland are 
not necessarily tied together. 
Land owners like the Smiths 
may provide part of the an¬ 
swer for progressive farm busi¬ 
ness operators who know they 
must expand but wbo also 
know they can't afford to be 
buying land.

The warm dry spring condi¬ 
tions that have occurred this year 
have resulted in many alfalfa 
stands advancing to the bud stage 
by the first week in June. This 
earlier maturity in 1998 is impor¬ 
tant to take note of if forage qual¬ 
ity is to be maintained in baled 
hay. There are several options that 
can be used to determine the right 
time to cut alfalfa fields. Here's a 
quick review of some of the more 
popular methods used by hay 
growers. 

The staging method uses the 
physical growth development of 
the alfalfa plants to gauge both 
maturity and quality. Generally, 
when alfalfa reaches the bud stage 
the quality characteristics have 
peaked in the alfalfa plant. As the 
alfalfa plant moves from bud to 
early flowering to full flower pro¬ 
tein levels decline and fibre levels 
increase resulting in a less digest¬ 
ible feed source. If this system is 
being used, hay growers need to 
be thoroughly aware of the poten¬ 
tial quality differences between 
various stages of growth. To pro¬ 
duce dairy quality hay, alfalfa 
needs to be harvested at the mid to 
late bud stages of growth. It is 
important to note that alfalfa 
stands can advance from the bud 
to early flowering stage within 
seven to 10 days. 

A second approach to determin¬ 
ing cutting dates is to use a fixed 
calendar period for harvesting. 
This approach is best used on sec¬ 
ond or third cuts where hay grow¬ 
ers establish the number of days 
of regrowth they will need before 
their alfalfa stands reach a specific 
level of quality. Shorter intervals 
(30 to 35 days) are used if quality 
is the primary concern and longer 
intervals if yield is the primary 
goal. A specific calendar date is not 
that effective for first cuts since 
spring growing conditions will in¬ 
fluence the rate of maturity. Al¬ 
falfa growth this spring is a prime 
example. Due to the earlier spring, 
harvesting will be a week to 10 
days earlier than normal if the 
objective is to harvest alfalfa in the 
late bud or early flower stages. 
Delayed harvesting may be an op¬ 
tion in some areas to increase 
yields where growth has been re¬ 
stricted due to the dry soil condi¬ 
tions. 

A third option is to sample the 
fields and determine the actual 
feed quality through a feed test. 
This provides the hay grower with 
an estimate of the current forage 
quality in the alfalfa stand. Sam¬ 
ples may be taken over several 
weeks so that a trend can be estab¬ 
lished for the average decline in 
forage quality. From this informa¬ 
tion a hay grower can estimate the 
most appropriate time to harvest 
the alfalfa crop. 

Due to the variation in our grow¬ 
ing conditions from season to sea¬ 
son it is important to look at a 
number of methods for estimat¬ 
ing cutting dates. Calendar dates 
only provide a rough estimate of 
when harvesting should be com¬ 
pleted while field staging or sam¬ 
pling can provide a more accurate 
estimate of both quality and cut¬ 
ting date.
